TV’s Hazard to Flying 

The kind of airplane accident that killed for- 
mer Gov. Sigler of Michigan and three others 
at Battle Creek may be repeated unless radio 
and television towers are. barred ‘from the 
neighborhood of airports. : 

Gov, Sigler’s private plane struck a guy wire 
of a television antenna tower less: than three 
miles from the airport, shearing off a wing. 
This was the second such air accident in recent 
months. An American. Airlines plane hit two 
radio towers and crashed Sept. 16 as it was 
circling near the Albany, N.Y. airport in a fog, 
preparing to land. Alj 28 aboard were killed. 

The Battle Creek tower was 540 feet high, the 
towers at Albany 365 feet. Obstructions of those 
heights constitute, a hagard‘in good weather; 
under conditions of limited visibility, which pre- 
vailed in both these accidents, the hazard be- 
comes little less than an invitation to a crash. 

There is a serious lack in. regulations which 
permit the construction of radio and television 


towers so close to-airports.. Yet hazards of the - 


same sort exist in cities scattered throughout 
the country. Kansas City has a television tower 
not far from the glide path of the instrument 
runway at its municipal airport. 

The problem of radio and TV towers on the 
approaches to airports has been causing pilots 
increasing concern in recent months. It ought 
to be solved by the aviation industry and -the 
municipal authorities before there are any 
more ,accidents of this type.

INDIA AND RUSSIA 
SIGN THEIR FIRST 
TRADE AGREEMENT 


NEW DELHI, Dec. 2 (UP)— 
India and the Soviet Union 
today signed a trade agreement 
--the first between the two 
countries. The pact will run for 
five years. . 

Under the agreement India 
will export jute, tea, coffee, to- 
bacco, shellac, black pepper and 
spices, wool, hides, skins and 
vegetable oils to Russia during 
the first year of the agreement. 
In return Russia will supply 
India with wheat, barley, crude 
petroleum and petroleum prod- 
ucts, timber, paper, fron and 
steel manufactures, chemicals, 
dyestuffs, medicants, optical 
goods, film, industrial and elec- 
trical equipment and agricyl- 
tural machinery. 

The official announcement of
